WASHINGTON “eb. 7.—Another spe- 
clal message i» due from President 
Roosevelt to tle 
Congress. It wil! 
deal with the 
question of the re- 
‘ations between 
capital and labor. 
and it is intimated 
that the Presidcent 
will not rnaake it 
quite «s hectic as 
that of last Fri- 
day. It is said to 
be full of golden 
truths, but 
couched com- 
paratively mild 

Rooseveltese. 

It will be based 
on the recent de- 
cision of the Su- 
preme Court de- 
claring part of the 
Erdman act un- 
constitutional. This act provides for 
voluntary arbitration between railroad 
companies and their emploves. The Su- 
preme Court declared that it was beyond 
the power of Congress to declare illegal 
the action of an employer to discharge 
an employe because he was a member 
of a labor organization. Jt ‘s said that 
this is just what the President wants, 
and that his special message will rec- 
onmend the Townsend bill, which. pro- 
tides for conmipulsory arbitration. 

Message to Be Milder. 

While the coming special message wil! 
not he quite such “‘het stuff,’ as a Conr- 
gressman characterized the jast special, 
it is believed it will swell the Presi- 
dent’s typewriter average by 20,000 words 
at least. 

The .last message, which so tickled 
Senator Jeff Davis of Arkansas, con- 
tained the tidy sum of 34,410 words.

done a notable 
literary stunt.

to training if you wish merely to be a 
reatier of the President’s messages, fer 
he is the Collosus of message writers. 


Since he has been in office President 
Roosevelt has sent six regular messages 
to Congress. They have been increds- 
ing in voluminousness with each, 80 
that statisticlans stand appalled when 
they contemplate their length if there 
should be such a thing as a third term. 

The first regular message contained 
10,170 words and the last 23,760. The 
total number of words in all the regu- 
lar messages was 124,053. Consider the 
messages how they grow: they boil 
over and they spin out, yet Balzac, in 
all his glory, was not a patch on these. 

Speciais Swell Total. 

Then, while he was resting from his 
toll, the President sat down and wrote 
a little matter of 222 special messages. 
These footed up to the handsome total 
of 116,888 words. - 

Supposing he had been working at 
regular union rates on these special 
messages, that is, about a cent a word, 
Congress would heve had to send him 
@ check for $1168.88. Or, think if he was 
in Rudyard Kipling’s class at ordinary 
machine work at 25 cents a word, his 
check would have been $29,222. If, how- 
ever, he had been on special piece work 
at Kipling’s special rate his stipend 
would have been at the special rate of 
$1.20 a word, $140,265.60, or almost three 
times his annual salary, It’s a pretty 
good job to be a president at space 
rates. But, alas! the President is work- 
ing on time and not by the job. 

In toto the President’s messages, regu- 
lar and special, amount to almost a 
quarter of a milllon words. There are 
approximately 5w0 words in a page of 
straight matter of the Post-Dispatch. 
The combined messages would fill a 
Sunday Post-Dispatch from the first to 
the last page with solid reading matter, 
sane pictures, display and Want ads, and 
headlines. How would vou like to read 
all that at a sitting?

When young Hargis, 
frenzy, fired four bullets 
ther's body late yesterday afternoon, 
he accomplished what many a desper- 
ate mountain eharacter has sworn to 
do, but failed—he “got” Judge James 
Hargis, 50 years old, political boss of 
Breathitt County and leader in one fac- 
tion of a 2-years’ vendetta that has 
cost a hundred lives. 

Five years ago, when James B. Mar- 
cum, a young attorney, one of the vic- 
tims ef the tInnumerable assassina- 
tions with which James Hargis’ name 
has been linked, was shot down on the 
steps of the Courthouse in Jackson, his 
widow knelt beside his body and 
told the crowd. attracted by the 
sound of the shots that his 
death would be avenged. For that 
crime “Curt” Jett, a nephew of Hargis, 
and “Tom” White are now serving life 
sentences in the Penitentiary. They 
made sworn confessions, in which they 
stated that James Hargis, a former 
County Judge and a member of the 
Democratic State Committee, had em- 
ployed them to kill Marcum. 

The Test ef His Power. 

It was the real test of Hargis’ power. 
For 15 years the various feuds which 
had involved him and his relatives and 
followers had raged, and scores of lives 
had been the price. In all that time, 
however, nothing’ but circumstantial 
evidence had ever been brought against 
him, 

In the Marcum case the evidente 
seemed sufficient to convict; two mem- 
bers of his own mountain clan had 
sworn to “his guilt. The widow 
placed the charge of murder against 
him, and he was sent to trial.

21, 1902, in Jackson. As he ran 
through the street In a desperate 
attempt to escape the bullets fired 
at him from ambush, he shouted: 
“They've got me at last.’ Judge 
Hargis was tried and acquitted. 
James B. Marcum was shot 
down as he stood on the Court- 
house steps, in May, 1908. Curt Jett, 
a nephew of James Hargis, and 
“Tom White, a feudist, were ar- 
rested. They confessed, 
Judge Hargis had ordered Mar- 
cum’s assassination. They now are 
serving life sentences. Judge Har- 
gus was trie. in an. obscure 
mountain hamiet, inhabited by his 
partisans, and was acquitted.

His Iron Nerve Broken. 

Perhaps it was this knowledge that 
finally broke the famous feudist’s iron 
nerve. Perhaps it was the realization 
that his “fighting days” were drawing 
to an end, and that when age finally de- 
scended upon him and left him helpless 
there would be as many enemies as 
there would be friends. At any rate, 
there was some kind of handwriting on 
the wall, for a month ago James Hargis 
went to Louisville and ordered the cof- 
fin in which he will be buried. 

When the sudden fear of death came 
upon this man who for years had 
turned a fearless front to friend and 
foe, the preparations he made to meet 
it were as remarkable as the life he 
had lived. He went to the factory of 
the National Casket Co. in Louisyille 
and asked to be shown the finest cof- 
fins in their stock. He inspected them 
in his careful, methodical way, and 
finally announced that they had none 
good enough to hold his body. He or- 
dered one made to conform to his own 
ideas, at a cost of $1500. Yesterday his 
widow wired the firm: “Send the casket 
ordered by James Hargis, as be is 


dead.” 








The Prayer Answered.

ist who had defied the most desperate

Beach Hargis is known in Jackson as

His 
father tried to intercept him. 

With one hand Beach Hargis flung 
an overcoat he Was carrying over his 
father’s head, blindfolding him. With 
the other he reached beneath the coun- 
ter, drew out the revolver which his 
father always kept there, and fired 
three shots. Two of the bullets took 
effect and the man dropped to the 
floor, mortally wounded. He gasped an 
incoherent plea for mercy, Saying, “You 
are killing me, Beach,’ but while he 
pleaded the boy stood over him and fired 
two more shots into his body. 


Lived but a Few Moments. 


At-the sound of the first shot a woman 
stenographer and several customers fled 
from the store, calling for help.

Who Says He Protected

Whether John T. Wilson, president 
and founder of the International. Broth- 
erhood of Maintenance of Way Em- 
ployes, lives or dies, Mrs. Stella V. Wil- 
son, his wife, will remain loyal to her 
brother, Frank Engleman, who shot and 
perhaps fatally wounded Wilson 
Wednesday evening.

Wilson is at the point of death at the 
Centenary Hospital. His “statement to 
the police, in which he declared that his 
wife and her brother and his stepson 
had formed a conspiracy to kill him re- 
sulted in Mrs. Wilson and Frank Wag- 
ner, her son by a former marriage, be- 
ing arrested. Mrs. Wilson is detained 
at the police matron’s headquarters, 
and the boy is held at the House of 
Detention.

Mrs. Wilson is thin and frail. Her 
face is marked with deep furrows, in- 
dicating that she has seen much 
trouble. titer hands show the effect of 
much hard -work.. Her. fingers are 
drawn, and the palms of her hands are 
calloused. She says that she has had 
to do all of her housework, because her 
husband objected to servants—believing 
that as all people are created equal, 
none should be menial! to another.

But He Hopes to Show He Js 


Not Accessory After Fact, 
“Whatever That Is.” 








QUT ON $10,000 BOND 





Assistant House Clerk Bright- 
ens When “Sport’’ Brady 
and Hussey Meet Him. 


Daniel FE. Naughton, Assistant Clerk 
of the House of Delegates, who is un- 
der indictment as an accessory after 
the fact to bribery, is at liberty under 
a $10,000 bond, furnished by Chris 
Schawacker and Joe Weisman, brother 
of Sam Welsman, the tailor, to whom 
Naughton is accused of passing tha 
marked $500 bills used in the Ascher 
garage bill bribery in the House of 
Delegates. 

Naughton was in an ugly temper as 
he neared St. Louis yesterday in charge 
of Special Officer Patrick Cahill, who 
was sent with extradition papers to 
bring him from New Orleans. In the 
Southern city, ‘“‘Danny’’ had spent 30 
care-free days, watching the ponies run, 
writing a book on their performances, 
and ‘tipping off’’ his friends in the 
House of Delegates now and then to a 
“good thing.’’ ; 

“Sport” Brady Meets Him. 

But he brightened when “Sport” 
Brady, Sergeant-at-Arms of the’ House 
of Delegates, met him at Washington 
avenue with a jovial, ‘‘Hello, kid,’ and 
grasped his hand. The two friends chat- 
ted until the train arrived at Union Sta- 
tion, 

The first man to seize Naughton’'s 
hand at the station was Delegate Frank 
Hussey. ‘Lawler’? Daley, Tom Rowe, 
“Jiggers’’ Gallagher, “Jimmy” Miles 
and Clerk Tom Leonard of the House 
were close behind. 

Policemen Smolenski and Cudihee of 
/the Union Station squad, closed in be- 
tween Naughton and his friends, and 
hurried him through a vurious crowd of 
200 persons to a patrol wagon on Eight- 
eenth street. Hussey stood reminisceiit- 
ly for a few moments at the steps of 
the patrol wagon, but decided not to 
enter with his friend. With the others 
Hussey took a-carriage, instead, to the 
Chief’s office. 3 

There Sheriff Louis Nolte and Deputy 
Sheriff Louis Huber took charge of 
Naughton. Judge Williams agreed to ac- 
cept $10.00 bond. Sam Welsman was anx- 
ious to furnishit, saying hé- had $20,000 
for the purpose. 

Naughton’s first act on his return to 
the office Friday morning was to call 
at the City Treasurer’s office and get 
his salary check for $150 for January. 
The City Treasurer twice refused. to 
give out the check on written orders by 
Naughton while he was in New Orleans. 

In “Clerical Capacity.” 

Coming over from the Relay Station 
in East St. Louis, Naughton told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that he made no 
books at the New Orleans racetrack, 
but finally admitted he worked three 
days there “in a clerical capacity.” He 
did not directly deny sending “tips” on 
the ponies to St. Louis friends, but re- 
marked that any one who took one of 
his ‘“‘tips’’ should have his head ex- 
amined. 

I didn’t leave St. Louis because I 
didn’t want to go before the grand 
jury,”” said Naughton. “I hadn’t had a 
vacation for two years, and felt that one 
was coming to me. I was just going to 
buy a ticket home last Saturday morn- 
ing when I was arrested. My home and 
my business are in St. Louis, so I didn't 
fight extradition. I offered Saturday 
night, to Chief Reynolds of New Or- 
leans, to pay my own way and that of 
an officer to St. Louis. But since Mr. 
Sager insisted on buying my ticket, I 
let him do it. 

Hopes to Clear Himself. 

“I don’t know what ‘aceessory' to 
bribery after the fact’ means. You'll 
have to see my lawyer about that. Did 
I handle that bribe money? Say now, 
cut that out. You're getting personal. 

‘“Louls Cella didn’t persuade me to re- 
turn to St. Louis. I didn’t see him in 
New Orleans. I did see his brother, 
Charlie, but only when he came to tell 
me good-by. I’m confident of clearing 
myself of the charge in the indictment.” 


OWNERS CITED FOR a

Proprietors of Downtown Struc- 
tures Must Show Why They 
Should Not Be Prosecuted. 


Owners of a number of downtown of- 
fice’ buildings were cited Friday to ap- 
pear before Assistant Prosecuting Attor- 
uey Falkenhainer ‘to. show cause why 
they should not be prosecuted: for -fall- 
ure to provide their buildings with fire 
escapes of the stair pattern required by 
law. 

The buildings named are the Pterce 
Chemical, Missouri Trust, Missouri Pa- 
cific, .Wainwright, Liggett, Holland, 
Lincoln Trust, Commercial and Wright 
bullidings; the Mills buildng, at Seventh 
and St. Charles streets; the Times build- 
ing at Broadway and Chestnut street 
and the Humboldt building, at Grand 
and Washington avenues.

- The outline of the forthcoming report of the 
Inland Waterways Commiésion, which has ap- 
peared in the Washington correspondence of the 
Post-Dispatch, shows that while that body has 
taken a comprehensive view of the work, it has 
fallen into the error of attempting to head off 
sectional opposition by formulating a _ colossal

_ This idea proceeds plainly enough from the 
theory that appropriations for such enterprises 
@re largesses for the sole benefit of the regions in 
Which they are to be expended. If that view 
Were correct there would be no good reason for 
any work whatever. 

‘The Mississippi Valley is not in need of the 
Money that will be necessary tc make its great 
fivers nevigable, but almost the whole country 
in to be benefited by cheaper transportation. Un- 
less the movement for deep water can be dis- 
gociated from the narrow assumption that a 
great national work is primarily to be to the 
advantage of the people in whose neighborhood 
the enterprise is to be prosecuted, the whole plan 
must inevitably lose dignity and support.

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MR. BRYAN’S “FRIENDS.” 

Democrats, of course, who will not tolerate 
each other will be compelled to tolerate Repub- 
licans. 

The situation today is the same as it has been 
for years. One section of the party will have no 
one but Bryan. The other section will. accept 
almost anybody but Bryan. In most spheres of 
life this situation would lead to concessions and 
compromises in which mere personal ambitions 
would have to give way to the larger interests 
at stake, but not so in this case. 

A peculiarity of the Bryan following from the 
first has been its intolerance of others. Mr. Bryan 
himself is apparently one of the most self-sacri- 
ficing of men. Republicans in particular find 
him always amiable and somstimes conciliatory. 
Toward Democrats, however, his attitude has 
been radically different. As to them he is severe 
in his judgments and harsh in his characteriza- 
tions. 

Taking their cue from him, perhaps, his fol- 
lowers find nothing but treason to Democratic 
principles in a man who proposes to nominate 
somebody else for the presidency. Mr. Bryan him- 
self never has any suggestions in that line to 
fake and will tolerate none from others, and so 
to a great section of the party Democracy is 
Bryan and Bryan is Democracy. 

Eastern Democrats who have entertained a hope 
that Mr. Bryan might be persuaded to retire in 
favor of a candidate who would unite the party 
are evidently wasting their time. He takes offense 
at the suggestion exactly as his followers do. His 
indignation grows as he contemplates the pre- 
sumption of the mem who do not consider him 
available. He will retire only when all of his 
friends come to him with a request to that effect. 
Of course, that will mever happen, and he 
knows it. 

Mr. Bryan became the Democratic candidate in 
196 because he was known to have the support 
of the silver mine owners and of the Populists. 
The bonanza men who contributed liberally to the 
free coinage cause have returned to the Repub- 
lican party. The Populists, who gave him the 
electoral votes of several Western states when he 
was first a candidate, have done the same thing, 
and. no states are now more surely classed as 
Republican. 

These were the “friends” was first gave Mr. 
Bryan his position as a standing candidate for the 
presidency. Democrats accepted him on their 
guarantee. Some of them did not regard him very 
highly, but they wanted to win and they were 
willing to make the experiment. These “friends” 
are not only indifferent to Mr. Bryan at this time; 
they are in the Republican party once more as 
members in good standing and they will vote 
against Mr. Bryan as cheerfully as they would 
against any other mah that the Democratic party 
could name. 

Since the most powerful ‘“friends’’ that Mr. 
Bryan ever had have abandonci him and the Dem- 
ocratic alliance as well, it would seem as though 
a political party that had such a keen desire to 
win in 1896 as to take a Populistic candidate and 
platform would now be willing at least to enter- 
tain the suggestion thas Gov. Johnson of Minne- 
sota or Gov. Folk of Missouri, both worthy Dem- 
ocrats and well-known vote getters, would make 
acceptable candidates, but perhaps success at the 
polls is no longer the chief aim of Democratic 
activities. 

“Anything to win” gave Mr. Bryan and a rare 
catalogue of Populistic principles to the Demo- 
cratic party 12 years ago. There is not much 
now left of the combination except Mr. Bryan 
himself, and to all appearances success is more 
remote than ever. This may be treason, but it 
is truth. 
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' Rear atiheis McCalla, retired, braved the 
wrath of the White House by sticking to his 
guns in his criticism of the civilian bosses of the 
havy, declaring that he has held, written and 
published just such opinions for 20 years, and 
intends to keep right 6n doing so.

ANY St. Louis ball’ fans have been lamenting the trading 
of Harry Niles of the Browns to New York, claiming he 
was the fastest runner in baseball today. 


But Harry 


Howell, the veteran pitcher of the Browns, comes out with a state- 
ment that should be cheering. Howell declares that Danny Hoft- 
man, the outfielder secured in the trade with New York, is a faster 
man on the bases today than Niles ever was or ever will be. 


The most impressive part of Niles’ 
playing has been the way he ripped 
off the distance from the plate to first 
base. He looked like a streak of wind 
and his legs resembled an electric fan 
as he chopped off that 30 yards. 

But Howell says Hoffman will beat 
him from the plate to first, and is twice 
as good a man after getting on the 


first corner. 

“It always looked as if Niles was 
going some,”’ said Harry, “but he lost 
too much right at the start. That is 
where Hoffman will beat him. y the 
time the bag ,is reached Niles is the 
faster, but Hoffman would have a lead 
of at least six feet on him at the start. 

“Niles always had to hit the ball, 
then get set, shrug his shoulders and 
then sprint. He was a beautiful sprint- 
er, and after he had covered 20 yards 
he was in his stride, running straight 
up and hitting it off at close to a 10 
seconds clip.
